The battle has been fought and the 
euemies of good civic government bnvo 
been routed "horse, foot nnd dragooiu" 
• The result of yesterday's contest plain- 
ly shows tliat the ratepayers disapprove 
of the manner in which municipal af- 
fairs liave Seen "conducted during tho 
past ' year, and tho defeat of Messrs. 
Shakespeare, Marvin and Dalbv is 
conclusive evidence that the people will 
not tolerate the existence of a combin- 
ation whoso actions are not for tho wel- 
fare of the city. That the stinging re- 
buke the three candidates named re- 
ceived at the polls yesterday was wall 
deserved wo think there can bo no pos- 
sible doubt. It has taught them, let 
us hope, that a Councillor is the ser- 
vant, not the master of the people — 
that^when public opinion is pronounced 
in Cfavdr' of of against any particular 
sclienio it is tho duty of a Councillor to 
bow to tho popular decision, not to ig- 
nore it. Tho personnel of tho new 
Council is, with one e.\ception, precise- 
ly what 2'/ie Colonist announced a few 
days since it would be. In Yates 
Street ward tho three candidates whoso 
merits wo pointed out have been vic- 
torious. Mi: IMaxski.l, who heads tlio 
poll, is dosely followed by Mr. Home, 
who in turn leads C'ai)tuiu Walici:r by 
15 votes. Messrs. Mahvin and Hf;.n- 
BER are relegated to tho shades of pri- 
vate life. Wo think it will be found 
that the vcw representatives ft'ill do 
justice to their constituents, and by 
their united and harmonious action ad- 
vance tho interests alike of ward and 
city. Ill Johnson street ward tho re- 
form party are greatly the gainers by 
the election of Mr. C. W. E. Tiiojison 
over Mr. Daluy, whose record as a 
councillor shows that ho lacks that in- 
dependence of character which his suc- 
cessor fortunately pos.sesses. .fSllthough 
Mr. Williams is again elected ho will 
appear in tho Council as a. vara avis, 
for unless he greatly clinngos his man- 
ner of speech and course of procedure 
towards councillors who are opposed 
to him he will bo taVgiocd. Had 
Mr. KiNSJiAN or some other 
good candidate entered tho field 
at;a£ ^rlier date and thoroughly can- 
vassed the ward, this sole survivor of 
the quartette would have shared the 
ignominious fate of his coadjutors. In 
James Bay Ward ilr. Siiaki-sphaue 
finds himself in his proper position — at 
the foot of the poll. Of all the candi- 
dates who sought the suffrages of the 
ratepayers yesterday not one was so 
loud^mouthed and blatant in his refer- 
ences- to his supposed merits as Mr. 
SuAKESPEARE ; but tlio popular verdict 
he has received must now satisfy him that 
he largely overestimated his own im- 
portance and that ho was great only in 
his - own opinion. We should think 
it will be some time before ho again 
has tjie audacity to present himself as a 
candidate for municipal honors. His 
defeat was not only well merited, but 
most scathing in ciiaracter. The 
Councillors for the ward for 1879 are 
Messrs. McLean and A. J, S.MITI1 and 
the -ratepayers are to be congratulated 
on having elected two such able rep- 
rest mtatives. It will thus be seen that 
the Reform party have gained a signal 
victory. They have nominated and 
elected by acclamation a most 
worthy citizen as Mayor — Mr. 
J. H. Turner — who is truly 
a rcprcaentativo man, thoroughly idonti- 
lied with tho progress and welfare of tho 
city and conversant with its requirements. 
Assisted by the oiperiunco he has gained 
as a councillor ho v.ill doubtless fulfil tho 
duties of his higli office satisfactorily. 
Tho Reform party having' elected six out 
seven Councillors, we are certain they 
will observe unanimity of action, as tlieir 
only aim is tlio public good. On tho 
whole tlio victory uf yesterday is one of 
tho most beneficial tliat could possibly 
have been won.

London Truth relates the following 

as an amusing instance of Scotch sim- 
plicity: "An old 'witie' liaving heard 
whispers that tho Caledonian was shaky, 
thought .she would be ou tho safe side, 
went to tho bank and presented her 
check for the balance. Tho cashier 
cashed it in Caledonian bank notc.^, 
which tho canny old lady pocketed, and 
walking across to the National Bank 
asked them to exchange these for their 
own notes, which having obtained, she 
went back again to her own bank, and 
handing them over to tho teller, said: 
'There, that's the 'richt' paper. Will 
you just take care of them for mo.' 
Two days after the Caledonian suspend- 
ed payment. However, there appears 
to be every jirobability that the dear 
old lady will bo paid 2O3. in the pound 
after all." 

It is of rare occurrence that a person 
will prove his own guilt; but a case of 
the kind occurred in tho Divorce Court. 
The wife, who had previously obtained 
a decree of judicial soj)aration on the 
ground of the cruelty of her husband, 
an ex-sergeant of the police, presen^ed !

THE MUNICIPAL ELECTION. 



Tlio QuaTtoUs Seduood to a Solo I 

Tho Municipal election hold in this city 
yesterday roaulteJ in tho uttor rout of 
the coriibiuiition wliich ci inducted ci\'ic 
affairs during 1878 in :i ni:iniior wliicli \v;is 
at once high-liandcd imd tyr.uuiical. Tlio 
voice of the people plidnly told nionibors 
of tho late Council ivhn hiul tho audacity 
to sock ro-eloction, tint thoy had faeon 
ncreant to' their duty and that tho ac- 
count they have given of their atcwiird- 
•hip was unsatisfactory to a degree. As 
will be seen by tho figures given below, 
only one of the four o.x-councillors wlio 
■ought rc-olcotion was succciisful, and it is 
now perfectly apparent that by moro 
complete organization ho, too, might 
easily haro boon dofeated. Under tho 
circumstnnce.i, hi.wovor, his election is a 
matter of no moment, as he will in future 
b* hold in chcclc by tho majority. In 
James Bay Ward Mr. Shivkospcare, who 
was particularly loud in liis own praise 
and Tery conildont of election at tho head 
of the poll, found himself at the foot of it, 
his tiro opponents having polled 179 and 
1G9 votes respectively, against his magni- 
ficent total of G-1! This should teach Mr. 
Shdlcespeftre that arrogance and presump- 
tion irill not ho tolerated by an intelligent 
communitj'. Tho two reproaontativcs 
elected for tho Ward will, wo foel assured, 
give the ratopayors every satisfaction 
during their tenure of ofTico. In Yfttcs 
Street Ward, as predicted by 37ie Coloniat 
»om» days binco, Jlcssra. Mansell, Rome 
and Walker wore elected, whilst ex-Coun- 
cillor Marvin and Mt. Humber were de- 
feated. Tho Ward is now well ropreecnt- 
ed, and tho new Councillors will doubt- 
lesa show tho ratepayers that their con- 
fidence is not misplaced. In Johnson 
street Ward tho discomfiture of the com- 
bination culminated in tho defeat of Mr Dal- 
by who, deipitestrenuous efforts on tliepart 
of his friends, and notwithstanding tho 
assistance oxtondod to him by Goun. 
Williams, f*und himself deservedly re- 
jected. His successor, Mr. C. W. II. 
Thomson, dofeated him by twenty -three 
votes, and lacked only seven of heading 
the poll. Tho election passed ofT quietly, 
although tho fricnd.s of the defeated can- 
didates worked hard to secure tlieir re- 
turn. Tho voico of tlio pco[)le, however, 
irai most pronounced and emphatic against 
them. It was agood day's work forthecil^ 
and tho ratepayers may feel proud of tho 
result of their efforts.

At about a quarter past 2 o'clock 3-05- 
tcrday morning Police OfEcor Campbell 
discovered smoko issuing from the roof of 
tho promises on Government street, occu- 
pied by Messrs. WarrdR f& York, dry 
goods merchants. The officer at once 
turned on an alarm at the Hook and Lad- 
der IIouso which was speedily responded 
to by members of the Department. Tho 
building being by this time enveloped in 
flames, eflbrts were at once directed to- 
wards saving as much of the stock as pos- 
sible. Tlio Deluge Manual Engine then 
commenced to throw water on tlio London 
Houao, adjoining the iiremiscs in wliich 
tho firo originated. Shortly after thi.s 
tho Tiger steam engine arrived on the 
.spot, and witli the aid of the hand en- 
gine of tho same company succeeded in 
extinguishing tho flames; not, however, 
before tho store had been gutted. Tho 
stock of Messrs. Shears & Partridge, 
London House, was considerably dam- 
aged by water, as was the stock of tlie 
Misses Davcy, milliners, who occupy tlio 
upper story of tho building. Tlie store 
now being improved for INIr. D. Spencer, 
who is shortly expected with a stock of 
goods from England, was thoroughly 
soaked and will have to bo roplastercd. 
Tlii.i is tho only fire that has occurred in 
the city during tho past five months, and 
had it not been for the indcfatigablo ef- 
forts of tlio firemen it would in all proba- 
bility have assumed serious proportions. 
Messrs. Warren&York's stock was insured 
for tlio ;iuin of $5,000 only last week in the 
Roy.il Insurance Office. Tho burned 
building belongs to tho Mcdana Estate 
and is uninsured. Messrs. Shears & 
Partridge's stock is insured for ?S,000, 
."?4,000 in tlie Scottiih Conniiorci.il In.sur- 
anceCo. ,and ?4,<j00 in the Lancashire 
Insurance Co. Tho latter lompany have 
rc-insurod $2,000 of the risk in the Royal 
Insurance Co. An inquiry as to tho ori- 
gin of the firo will be held in a day or 
two.

The following dispatch is t.akcn from 
the Hamilton, Out., Evening Times: 

Ottawa, Doc. 28. — There is not tho 
slightest reason to doubt that the Gov- 
ernment will change tho route of tho 
Canada Pacific Railw.ay from Burrard In- 
let to Bute Inlet. Tliose who ahould bo 
well informed on the matter mako no 
secret of the Government's intention, and 
in defence of the proposed change, claim 
that the cost of construction will not 
he materially increased, oa it is not at 
present intended to construct any bridge 
across the Straits, but to adopt a sy.stcm 
of transference by means of ferries similar 
to that adopted at Surnia and Windsor, 
and for many years at Black Rock. The 
Government, it is said, has not at present 
determined upon any course to be pursued 
in regard to the "ompensntion" railway 
demanded by those Mainllmd people' in- 
t«re»ted in tlio Burrard Inlet route. It 
is rumored, but with no apparent autlior- 
ity, that it is propoecd to change tho 
Thunder Bay terminus of the Canada 
Pacific Railway from tho Kaministiquia 
River to Prince Arthur's Landing.

Tho crossing 
Yates street, they tore down two or three 
verandah posts in front of Mr. Jeffree's 
store, and finally piled up on top of an ex- 
press wagon belonging to a man luimed 
Matthews. Tlie express wagon was con- 
siderably damaged and one of the run- 
away horses had his knee badly cut. No 
other damage was done. Tliree little 
children had a narrow escape, and liad 
it not nccii for the presence of Mr. T. Eli- 
nor wlio, having just emerged from The 
Colonist ofiico, snatched tho children 
from the sidcw.alk, thoy would have been' 
undoubtedly run over. 



EUROPE. 

LoxDOX, Jan. 14. — Foundryinen, 
shipbuilders and housoluiildcrs of Ban- 
gor and that vicinity have struck. .Six 
hundred weavers at Carli.sle have 
.struulc. This strike will afl'ect other 
departments of tlio uiilla. A strike 
lias commenced in tho wire trade at 
Warrington and fifteen hundred men 
are idle in conspquence. 

Paris, Jan. 14. — ^At a meeting of 
the Republican Union, tho left and 
extreme left, held to-day, M. Floquet 
urged tho desirability of rcjdacing tho 
present Cabinet by one of a more, pro- 
nounced republican character. Ho 
^7.1.s much applauded, but the moderate 
loft and left centre aro dotormined to ■, 
uphold the ])rescnt Cabinet. ; 

London, Jan. 14.— A Constantinople 
dispatch says 11 battalions of Turkish 
troops have been ordered to hold them- 
selves in readiness to occupy Adri- 
anoplc as noon as tho dofinitivo treaty 
with Russia has boon signed. 

Vienna, .Inn. 14.--Tho Ta<jhla(t 
jiublishcs a long jiotitioii from tlin Rus- 
sian Provincial Ohamber.i to tho Czar 
for constitutional rights. The petition 
states that memhars of tho Chambers 
in their present degraded poHitioii feel 
themselves entirely powerless to re- 
spond to the Govei'nmcnt's appeal for 
aid against the Nihilist.s. 

Liverpool, Jan. 14. — Tlie steamer 
Bulgarian from Boston ropoi;^ the ship 
Thomas N. Reed from San Prancisco, 
went ashore on the coast of Wales and 
became a total wreck. Three of tho 
crcv.- were drowned. 

London, Jan. 14. — A Pari.s dispatch 
confirma the report that General Boral 
has resigned tho Ministry of "War, and 
that his resignation wns accepted on 
Monday. This involves tho retire- 
ment of Mirribol, his Chief of Staff, 
who is suspected of complicity in reac- 
tionary designs of General Duerot. 
The new .Mini.ster of War is General 
Gresloy, a Liberal and an orator of tlie 
Left Centre. 

Cardiff, Jan. 14,-— An explosion 
occurred in Dinas Colliery, Rhondda 
Valley, last night. About oi.xty per- 
sons are believed to be killed. 

LoNDOX, Jan 14. — 3:30 p.m. — Great 
excitcmont prevails in Pontypridd and 
tho neighborliood of tho densely popu- 
latcil districts. It is said there are 58 
men in the pit. The explosion was 
very violent and it is feared none of 
the moil escaped. The bottom of tho 
.shaft is temporarily impassable. No 
attempt at rescue can be made yet.

Fort Rorinson (Neb.) Jan. 10. — 
Tho hostile Choyennes who were here 
in prison sinco their capture by Carlo- 
ton Inst October were to be sent south 
in a few days. Sinco thoy were in- 
formed or tho Ciovornmcnt's intention 
ill send in;; them south they liavo re- 
peatedly stated openly and deQantly 
that thoy would rather die than have 
to return to the country which made 
their hearts bad and from which hun- 
ger forced them to fly. At about 10:50 
j).in. last night they nuulo a dash 
through tho doors and wiiidowsof tlieir 
prison room, firing a volley on the 
guards from weapons they succeeded in 
concealing from tho military. Thoy 
ran for tho open pvairio -wliicli is cover- 
ed with snow. Tlie guards followed on 
in close pursuit, opened lire on them, 
and at the pre.sent writing over fifty of 
the .savages are lying in death's cold 
embrace. For several miles round the 
bodies of savages can be seen by the 
light of tho moon lying on the frozen 
snow. Over 100 of our cavalrymen 
are .still in pursuit of tlu! Ileeiiig rene- 
gades, aiul it is the general impression 
that very few if any will (\scape. Four 
of our soldiers belonging to tlie Third 
Cavalry aro badly wounded, and while 
I write this it is reported that one has 
died, while another poor fellow is dying.

- CANADA. 
Quebec, Jan. 5. — A fire to-day de- 
stroyed a large portion of Marlmean's 
saw mill and factory, at St. Roche's. 
A watchman was suffocated while en- 
deavoring to escape. 

CENTRAL AJIEEICA. 
New York, Jan. 7. — A supplement 
of the Panama Star avd Herald of De- 
cember 28th, gives a story of an at- 
tempt ab revolution on the night of the 
27th. An attack was made on Ex- 
General Aizpurn, ex-President of the 
State, and some friends, and that gen- 
tlomnn and others were wounded. Sub- 
Bcquently, Zugundo Pefia, the nuwly 
appointed Governor of the District, 
while passing through the streets in 
charge of .'5omc policemen, in endeavor- 
ing to restore order was fired upon by 
parties concealed, and instantly killed. 
The attack was made upon the Cuartel 
outside and two men lost their lives. 
Tho object of tho revolution was to 
place in power a State Government 
that would bo more in accord with the 
political views of General Trajillo, 
President of tl^o Republic. The scheme 
was exposed by one of its supposed 
friends, and in the . attack Wend^ and 
foe suffered alike.

EUROPE. 

London, Jan. 9. — The Consett Iron 
Works Company, the largest imakers of 
ship plates in England, omplo^'ing GOOO 
to 7000 hands and owning nine collier- 
ies, owing to the dullness of business, 
have been obliged to temporarily sus- 
pend work at most of their mills and 
forges and discharge 300 miners. 

London, Jan. D.— -A dispatch from 
Rome states negotintions arc now car- 
ried on between Cardinal Nino, Papal 
Secretary of State, and Bismarck direct 
without the intervention of the Nuncio 
at Munich. Bismarck's professions arc 
friendly, but an impression prevails 
that little more will be obtained from 
him unle.s.<i the Socialist bill proves in- 
sufficient. 

St. Petebsbdrg, Jan. 9. — The plague 
has reached the Government of Earato- 
fin. At Naratzin 173 deaths have oc- 
curred. The mortality is estimated at 
10 per cent of the population. St. 
Petersburg new.spapers propose that 
nurses and attendants of the Red Cross 
Society should volunteer for Astaak- 
han. , 

Paris, Jan. 9. — Za /"rrtnceannounces 
that the Bey of Tunis yielded to day 
on all point.s, and will make iin a])ology 
with great pomp to tho French Consul. 
An inquiry into the adair will bo or- 
dered, and the three Tunisian function- 
aries designated bv the 'Joiiaal will be 
dismissed. 

London, Jan. 8. — A correspondent 
with the Quott.ili column telegr.iphs 
that the commander of tho British ad- 
vanced cavalry had sent back a dis- 
patch stating that tho Governor of 
Candahar has occupied a defensive posi- 
tion on the Tarlak river. Generals 
Stewart and Biddiilph will commence 
a joint ad.vance to d.ay (Wednesday.) 
They hope to defeat tho Governor and 
enter Candahar .about the lOtliin.st. 

London, Jan. 9. —A dispatch from 
Hagar Pir announces that General 
Roberts visited tlie principal fort of 
Khest on Mohday, and was saluted by 
the Afghan garrison. The attitude of 
marauding tribes around his camp, how- 
ever, is so threatening that his force 
passed all Monday niglit under arms. 
The garrison at Peiwar, which was 
.also threatened, have requested Gen- 
eral Roberts to send them reinforce- 
ments.

Loudon Tasation. 



Tho general impression in America 
seems to bo that the taxation in Eng- 
land is very heavy, and, fully impress- 
ed with this idea, I made an oxamin- 
ntioii into tha matter, and was aston- 
ished to find that London real estate is 
not taxed at anything like the rate that 
Philadelphia pays. To all outward ap- 
pearance the service London gets for 
its taxes is good — that is, tho police 
and lire .service, tho street pavements, 
lighting, sewerage, cleaning and every- 
thing of that kind aro of the best char- 
actor. Wo are accustomed to good police 
and firo service in Philadelphia; to 
street clcaniug that is good in some 
parts and bad in others; and to street 
pavements that, except in a few of our 
principal .streets, London would not 
tolerate. Public municipal taxation in 
London provides for about tho .same 
things that it does with us, but a very 
much larger proportion of the taxes 
collected are poor rates. A gentleman 
here was kind enough to show no all 
his tax bills, and his case I am about 
to ([uoto. lie occupies, in tho heart 
of London, not very far from the bank 
of England, a largo building recently 
erected in substantial style which fronts 
about thirty-eight feet on St. Bartho- 
lomew's clo.re, and is about forty feet 
in depth. In London the tenant, and 
not the landlord, pays tho taxes, but 
they aro asbcssed, as with us, on the 
real estate. This building has a ren- 
tal of £350 or §1,750, and if it could bo 
bought at all — wliich-it could not — he 
said he would be v.'illing to give $45,- 
000 or $r)0,000 for it. The rentals he 
saiel, wore usually cstimatod at from 
three and one-half per ecut of the free- 
hold value of the property, the tenant, 
in adelitioii, paying the taxes. Were 
this property located in Philadelpliia 
and valued as most buildings, now are, 
at a]iproxiination to their value at a 
public sale, the tax on it would be $800 
or $900 for municipal purposes. This 
gentleman paid for his entire munici- 
pal tax $125, of which about §69 was 
poor rate, and tho remainder, or about 
.$54, supplied every municipal charge, 
including everything for which we pay 
taxes in Philadelphia. This sum was 
the nggiogate of all his real CRtate taxes 
for every purpose. He paid in addition 
tho income tax due the Government 
on tho profits of his business, but that 
was tho only other tax he paid. Now, 
it impressed mo so strongly that this 
London merchant got so much better 
return for so much less money invested 
in municipal taxes that it would do 
good to tell the story. It certainly 
disabused my mind of the impression 
that London was taxed more heavily 
than Philadelphia. Ho paid his taxes 
at different periods, and not all in one 
annuf.l bill, as is customary with us. 
The poor rate, which wns more than 
half of the total tax, was collected 
quarterly; some of the others half 
yearly. The valuation on which the 
tax wns based was not tho valuation of 
the property, but a valuation based 
upon the rental, from which various 
deductions were rdlowed. Thus he, 
being the holder of a long lease, had 
recently put up a fine new building on 
the land; and, instead of increasing the 
valuation for this reason, a deduction 
had been allowed on account of tie 
im provenient — inotlior words, the 'muni- 
cipality offered this premium for public 
improvements. It would, of course, be 
impossible for London to support its 
costly city and metropolitan govem- 
mrnt upon such a tax as this, if the 
real estate wore solely taxed. But it, 
on the contrary, looks elsewhere for a 
portion of the burden, and tho taxes on 
real estate are therefore lightened. It 
gets a mngniflcont rovenuo, in addition 
to paying for the cleansing from the 
street dirt, from tho cabs and omni- 
buses, tho railways and steamers. Eve- 
rything that here enjoys a corjiorate 
privilege from which money can be 
made in the city pays tribute propor- 
tioned to the income derived. The 
markets yield a handsomo rev- 
enue. The franchises that with us 
are given away, in London pay a largo 
portion of the taxes; and the men of 
property impose the taxes, collect them 
and SCO that they arc properly spent. 
They do not delegate thcso important 
functions to politician)3. Tho million- 
aires of London conduct the Boards of 
Work and Municipal Government, and 
they do it on sound business princi- 
ples. I asked how much of the public 
money was .souaudered here. The re- 
ply was that some may be, but if they 
suspect that as much as a shilling in 
the pound is wrongfully spent, there is 
an outcry made about it. How happy 
Philadelphia would bo were she sure 
that only five per cent of her taxation 
is squandered. — Philadelphia Paper.

Just now thoy aro having an ag- 
itation on tho beer question at New 
Haven, Conn. This time the trouble 
is about a variety known as Sclieuck 
beer. As usual the testimony is of a 
conflicting ndture., Joseph Hall, State 
chemist, found in Schen'ck not less 
than 0.8G per cent, of alcohol. Pro- 
fessor Johnson, of the Shctlield Scien- 
tific School, found only 4.75 per cent, 
by weight, and 5.9 by volume, and he 
did not consider such beer to be intoxi- 
cating. A brewer named Philip Fres- 
enius declares it impossible to drink 
onongh of Schenck to intoxicate — seven 
of his workmen drinking thirty gallons 
per diem. An editor, Ilerr Scliloiii, 
declared that he could drink twenty 
glasses at a sitting and not bo in the 
least inebriated. Mr. Elrouss could go 
Ilorr Schlein ten glasses better, and 
still be judicially sober. Dr. Bellosa 
had consumed the beer in question for 
a quarter of a century, taking some- 
times thirty glasses of an evenhig, and 
ho declared emphatically that ho had 
never been drunk. He went further. 
He believed that a man might bo filled 
to the throat with this innocent liquor 
and it would not effect him. The Court 
was pur.zlndand had to adjourn to think 
the matter over.
